OSU Journalism Faculty Agree

In responding to racial 
bias complaints by black 
students in the School of 
Journalism at Ohio State 
University, four faculty 
members agreed the 
students’ charges of racial 
discrimination are valid 
and that the faculty would 
move to eliminate what 
students characterized as 
racial barriers set up by the 
all-white faculty. 

In a Monday afternoon 
meeting, 11 members of 
the Black Communications 


Associations listed among 
their complaints: use of a 
standardized test to 
discourage black students 
from pursuing a career in 
communications; not 
including black faculty or 
teaching assistants in the 
school; generally actin 
insensitive to needs 0 
black students.

COTA officials say the 
needed revenue generated 
from the tax increase 
would be used to purchse 
more than 400 new buses, 
add and improve transpor- 
tationroutes throughout 
the county, and build anew 
facility to house the buses.

“The Airlines’ 


“Responsibility” 


usiOnly a few months ago, Cleve- 
atanders heralded the entry of 
Delta Airlines and Eastern Air- 
lines into the airline structure 
serving Cleveland to Atlanta and 
, beyond. We saw Braniff, a name 
not easily recognized in the 
feleveland market, selling tickets 
edo Chicago and to the far west. 
‘With the de-regulation of the 
‘airlines, came many blessings. 
We found special fares, even if 
you had to buy the tickets a year 
in advance, the low fares 
attracted many new riders. Many 
persons did not réalize that by 
having to purchase the tickets 
many weeks and months in 
advance, the airlines could invest 
that money in the high interest 
markets of today and by the time 
the traveler got ready to use the 
ticket the airlines would have 
earned the difference in the low 
fare and the regular fare. We, 
nevertheless, felt that the many~- 
incentives given to senior citi- 
zens, to families. and groups 
brought about exciting competi- 
tion and in some instances kept 
airlines that were losing money 
afloat. 

But recent complaints to us 
seem to. reveal that many custo- 
mers simply cannot get the air- 
lines on the telephone or get any 
meaningful answers from them. 
We have observed at Hopkins Air- 


port that lines sometimes equal 
the length of the building with 
people trying to buy tickets or get 
their bags checked: More and 
more, citizens are complaining 
that flights are being cancelled, or 
they are being “bumped” for VIPs ” 
or in many instances the airlines 
simply oversold the flight. 


We realize that the airlines must 
make a profit for them to stay in 
business. When an airline is prof- 
itable, they tend to keep up their 
equipment and .observe safety 
standards and, at times, make 
efforts to satisfy the public. We 
agree, that less government con- 
trol by the Civil. Aeronautics 
Board and the FAA will undoubt- 
edly produce more frequent and 


_ effective service by the airlines. At 


the same time, the airlines should 
not abuse this newly won free- 
dom and attempt to stretch them- 
selves beyond the point at which 
they can give realistic and proper 
service to the public. 


With, a viable market and an 
excellent airport, the public is 
demanding that the airlines give 
commensurate service, that tele- 
phone lines and operators be 
made available for booking reser- 
vations as well as information and 
that some of the new money made 
from new fares be put back into 
service for the public.

SUN VALLEY, IDAHO --Can you 
believe a black on skis with a salary of 
$110,000 at stake? Legs could be fiy- 
ing every which way! Ray Robinson, a 
black ski instructor at Boston Mills 
Ski Resort in Ohio is resolved to pro- 
duce such a down hill Olympic ski 
racer from his race 

Ray and Bob Whité run.a program 
for inner city children agés 5-18 in 
Cleveland. Ray was not the only one

Taken in this light the 
Black Summit of some hard to find 
well-to-do black people put in some 
profitable time playing in the snow at 
the very sophisticated Sun Valley Ski 
Resort. .

Rankin’s First Bill Wins 


Rep. Helen Rankin, a Cincinnati Democrat 


* and the first black woman elected to the Ohio 


House of Representatives in history, has the 
distinction of getting her first bill approved by 

Amended H.B. 508 authorizes commissi- 
oned and warrant ofticers of the armed forces 
of the United States and of the Ohio National 
Guard to administer certain oaths and affirma- 
tions to officers and soldiers of the Ohio 
National Guard. 

Before passing the measure 94 to 0 and for- 
warding it to the Senate for consideration, the 
House approved an emergency provision 
which will enable the bill to become law imme- 
diately upon being signed by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 

The emergency provision was essential to 
meet the need which is expected to result 
when new enlistment procedures take effect 
in July allowing additional officers to adminis- 
ter oaths of enlistment in the Ohio National 
Guard, Rep. Rankin told her colleagues dur- 
ing the abbreviated floor debate. 

The present law authorizes ali commissi- 
oned officers of the Ohio National Guard to

administer oaths and affirmation in the enlist- 


ment or appointment of officers and soldiers 


of the ONG. The bill would merely extend this 
authority to all commissioned and warrant 
officers of the armed forces of the U.S..and the 
ONG. 


The bill is expected to receive favorable 
action in the Senate in time to meet the need of 
the new procedures effective in July. 

Gov. James A. Rhodes is continuing to 
dramatize his role as championing the cause 
of Senior Citizens of Ohio. Since establishing 
the Golden Buckeye Card program several 
years ago to enable persons 65 or older to get 
discounts at some 25,000 merchants acroés 
the state, 810,758 seniors have become GBC

One of the most curious concepts to come 
along in quite a while is the growing notion 
that America has too many doctors. Just try 
telling that to minorities and the poor, who 
frequently live in rural areas or urban neigh- 
borhoods that have no doctors at all. 


It's the old story of looking at gross figures. 
The annual output of new doctors has 
doubled in the past two decades. But that 
doesn't mean they practice where the people 
who need their skills live. Nor does it mean

: Bringing Back the Draft 


Moving at double time, the House Military Personne! 


Subcommittee on the las?<- 2 Eek a step that 
many fear is the first in bringing back the draft. it approved 
a bill that would require 18-year-old men beginning after 
December 31, 1980, to register in preparation for 
induction, should that be required again. 

Those who remember how unfairly the draft operated 
before it was terminated in 1973 have special concerns 
about this present effort.Not surprisingly, also, a crowd of 
several hufdred young people, mostly white college 
students, showed upon the steps of the nation’s Capitol to 
register their protests. 

Memories of the Vietnam War and its ugly psycholo 
gical impact on this nation were still fresh in those 


‘ youngsters” minds as they conducted the peacetime 


version of an anti-war demonstration. Should both 
houses of Congress approve the military registration 
measure, it is not inconceivable that many of these 
youngsters would again select to disobey the law to 
register their strong opposition. * 

What then would the nation do? Stigmatize thousands 
of American young who failed to register with a criminal 
status similar to that which drove many into hiding 
because they dodged military service during the Vietnam 
War? 

For persons who remember just how unfairly the old 
selective service system operated, the questions raised by 
current demands to return to aspects of that system 


deserve to be carefully considered. 


Those advocating a return to the draft argue that the 
present voluntary service has resulted in a low quality of 


the regular Army. Thatis a charge which borders onasiur 


against the dedicated men and women who are presently 


setving. Many..peonie -are well aware, however,«-that 


underlying these arguments are some-very questionable 
reasons. 

“Rep. Pete McCloskey, Republican of California, in 
arguing for a return to conscription reflected feelings that | 
were held by many people. Appearing on the 
McNeil/Lehrer Public Service Television program, he said 
that the Army is “made up of our poorest, of our 
minorities. | would feel a lot more comfortable with a 
reluctant citizen-soldier that was a cross section of 
America.” There is the rub, not so much physical or 
mental-quality,-but racial and class composition. 

He felt that because, “Nobody wants to volunteer tobe 
combat ready at that arduous duty.” there.should be a 
National Service Plan. 

He offers four alternatives fora volunteer type selective 
system. The heart of his proposal would be to offer 
college education opportunities to men who signed up. 
Another of his proposals would permit enlistees to serve 
in some form of non-military service. 

Aspects of Mr. McCloskey’s proposal might deserve 
merit.in a different context. There are those wha see 
nothing wrong with a national peacetime service as long 
as it is non-military, even though mandatory. But to be 
fair, such a system must require participation by not only 
those who are hungry for jobs, the poor and not so poor, 
but also the well-to-do. 

It must include blacks as well as whites, Asian- 
Americans and citizens of whatever race, Creed or color. 
Only then can we be sure that the program will not be 
tainted by the stigma of discrimination and class 
prejudice. ane

leaves unresolved'these grave problems: 


® The unsettled question of what to 
do with the Palestinian Arabs. These 
people, to some extent, are refugees 
from their own land, yet they are 
homeless. ‘ 

e The remaining Arab world is tense 
because Egypt has reached a peace 
accord with the Jews.. The Arabic 
world would have preferred that the 
Palestinian problem be resolved in 
this Treaty. This approach certainly 
would have been desirable but hardly 
obtainable at this time. The Palestini- 
ans represent the better educated 
and better prepared persons in the 
Arab world. Potentially, they present 
a threat to any of the Arab countries 
who will accept them. Their propen- 
sity to engage in acts of violence 
makes all of the other Arab Govern- 
ments concerned about helping them 
but at the same time no one wants to 
set aside any part of their country asa 
Palestinian State. Hence, we have to 
go back to the old question of trying 
to re-divide the old Palestine and fig- 
ure out a government as well as solu- 
tions to the very severe economic 
problems that would-arise from the 
creation of a separate Palestinian 
State in the old Palestine area. 

e The racial, cultural and economic 
divergity and inequities of the entire 
Middle East will still present almost 
insurmountable problems. Egypt is 
basically an agricultural country 
dependent on the Nile. Now that 
Egypt will again control both sides of 
the Suez as wellas traffic on the Suez, 
it will receive some economic benefit 
as well as strategic importance again 
as a nation. Israel, on the other hand, 
has, with great success turned a 
desert and “no man’s land” into rich 
fertile farms, Communes and has 
established some industry. Yet, Israel 
faces hostile Arab neighborg on all of 
its remaining borders and is basically 
a very small country with no out- 
standing commodity to export. 
instead; it must depend on imports of 
all basic materials inc oll for its 
exietnn’: Unfortunately, the-oil 


due to guerilla warfare activities, citi- j 
zens throwing grenades and small ' 
defenseless attacks on people in pub- > 
lic places. Much, evidently remains 
unsettled, much remains to be done, 
violence can happen, war can still 
occur and the Peace Treaty can still 
be violated. 


The two poorest countries then, Egypt and 
israel, have hammered out a treaty for peace 
but it does not provide for the economic stabil- 
ity or really deals with the political realities of 
the times. 

Yet, if the Peace Treaty works for six 
months, that is better than six days of war. If 
the Peace Treaty costs six billion dollars then 
it is better spent on peace than six billion dol- 
lars on war. ae 

Blacks in America.for the first time, are , 
beginning to realize that the world shaking 
events of the Middle East inexorably involve 
us. Although we do not profit financially from 
the huge sums we spend for gasoline and pet- 
roleum products, whatever the status of our 
economy or whether the world is at peace or at 
war it affects us. 

We are affected because the gas we buy for 
cars has risen from the old 49¢ per gallon for 
regular to a new level of 85¢ for non-leaded. 

Products made fro Bs a haying a petro- 
feum base and thesaran fromitires, to plas- 
tié trash bags, all costiimore’ because of, 
“developments in the Middle East.” 

Blacks are also affected by events in the 
Middle East because black men now represent 
the largest component of any combat ready 
offensive unit in the United States Military 
establishment. Peace, in the Middle East is, 
therefore, essential if our black sons and 
daughters are to be spared bloodshed in that 
area. 

We well remember the heavy burden that we 
carried in Vietnam. None of us have seen any 
of the fruits of that black blood spilt on foreign 
soil. As it were, we are the foot soldiers and the 
ones put in the lines on the front and turn out 
to be “cannon fodder.” 

We, therefore, have abig stake in seeing toit 
that the peace is kept because we rise and fall 
also with the economy of this nation and we 
also are consumers of oil and we also must 
bear the ultimate penalty of death should a 
war occur.

Since Eye Transplant, 


‘Elizabeth Hodges Sees 


Need To Help Afflicted

After suffering many 
years with fading eye sight 
and finally becoming 90 
percent blind in her right 
eye, Elizabeth Sharon Wil- 
kerson Hodges had a suc- 
cessful cornea transplant 
in February of this year. 
Now she is encouraging 
people to pledge their eyes 
or other organs to help 
somone elise. 

“A lot of people have 

negative thoughts about 
the donor program,” she 
said. “One of the best con- 
tributions an individual can 
make is leaving a part of 
himself behind to help or 
save another life.” 
. Mrs. Hodges waited a 
year for a donor. “I don't 
know who the donor was 
but I'm thankful to that per- 
son for making my life bet- 
ter,” she said. 

The cornea is the trans- 
parent outer coat of the 
eyeballMrs. Hodgers’ cor- 
ea disease was first diag- 
nosed in 1972. At first her 
problem was helped by 
wearing contact lenses. 

Then, in 1978, the cornea 
in her right eye completely 
collapsed. She went on the 
waiting list for a donor and 
a year later she had the 
transplant.

The surgery lasted two 
hours. Since Mrs. Hodges 
was only given a local 
anesthetic she could hear 
everything going on 
throughout the entire oper- 
ation. She explained there 
was no pain or discomfort. 
The bandages were 
removed from the eye the 
same day and she could 
see fine. 

Mrs. Hodges left the hos- 
pital three days after the 
transplant. Her activities 
were limited for six weeks 
and. she couldn't lift any- 
thing over five pounds. The 
stitches will remain in her 
eye from eight months to a 
year, depending on her 
progress.

dark glasses outdoors. 
Mrs. Hodges explained 
her eye problem did not 
restrict all of her activities 
since she was able to wear 
contact lenses. She has 
been teaching school for 
11 years and ‘is currently 
teaching first grade at 
Thurber Elementary 
School. She also works 


_. part-time at a. dress shop. 


Since her husband died 
in 1976, Mrs. Hodges also 
has had the full time job of 
caring for her five children. 
She has three girls and two 
boys. Ms. Fannie Turner 
has been assisting Mrs. 
Hodges for 13 years in car- 
ing for her family. “We call 
her momma Fannie since 
she is like a second mother 
tome,” stated Mrs. Hodges. 

Mrs. Hodges explained 
how her experience helped 
her realize the importance 
of getting regular eye 
check-ups and taking good 
care of the eyes. She still 
has to use’eye drops and 
get regular examinations. 

Once the stitches are 
removed she will be fitted 
with a contact lens: to 
bring the eye as close to 

vision as possible. 
The young mother says she 
is thanking God for giving 
the doctor the knowledge 
to do the transplant. 

Mrs. Hodges isa member 
of Hosack Baptist Church. 
Her hobbies are bowling, 
sewing and cooking. She 
also enjoys reading a good 
“book. “Since my eyes are 
better, | can read a good 
book again,” she added.
